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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Schuller does not teach 
"the selection of color or colors from a database ... are grouped by color names or in groups where the colors are either complementary 
or contrasting with one another". Schuller teaches a color picker that allows the user to change the decorative material applied to a 
structural object, the color picker displays small samples of different colors that are available for an object and the displayed colors may 
differ depending on the particular object selected, i.e. the colors are groupe in groups where the colors are either complementary or 
contrasting with one another, see [ paragraph 39 ]. In addition Schuller teaches querying the database to retrieve a listing of available 
colors and/or patterns for a particular object i.e. selection of color or colors from a database, see [ paragraph 39, and Figure 6A block 
618 ]. Therefore Schuller meets the scope of claimed limitation "the selection of color or colors from a database ... are grouped by color 
names or in groups where the colors are either complementary or contrasting with one another". 
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
